Dear  Council  Friend: 

On  Monday  the  16th  the  official  seal  of  the 
union  was  affixed  to  the  contract  made  for  the 
new  building  for  the  W.  M.  U.  Training  School. 
It  was  indeed  a  solemn  yet  Joyous  occasion: 
joyous,  because  of  the  marvelous  growth  of  and 
demand  for  the  school;  solemn,  because  it  is  an 
Immense  undertaking  in  toe  light  of  the  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars  yet  to  be  raised.  The  contract 
calls  for  the  completion  of  the  work  by  or  be¬ 
fore  July  9,  1917,  and  for  the  payment  of  85 
per  cent  as  the  work  progresses  and  of  the  re¬ 
maining  15  per  cent  by  July  19.  1917.  This 
means  that  October,  1917,  will  w  itness  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  school  in  the  wonderful  new  building 
but  it  also  means  that  the  union  will  have  to 
borrow  at  interest  much  of  the  cost  of  the  build¬ 
ing  unless  our  societies  found  out  during  the 
foreign  debt  campaign  how  quickly  they  can 
raise  and  forward  large  sums  of  money.  As 
council  members  we  should  help  them  to  realize 
this,  thus  saving  interest. 

Along  this  line  I  cannot  get  rid  of  an  idea 
which  has  been  much  with  me  of  late.  I  saw  in 
some  paper  where  another  denomination  had 
cleared  a  heavy  debt  by  asking  its  members  to 
give  the  work  of  at  least  one  day  as  a  gift  to 
the  debt.  It  seems  to  mo  that  we  might  tell 
our  workers  about  this,  suggesting  that  they 
adopt  the  plan  and  divide  the  money  earned 
by  the  day's  work  between  home  and  foreign 
missions.  Personally  1  have  decided  to  give  the 
earnings  of  the  Wednesday  preceding  Thanks¬ 
giving  for  this  purpose  with  this  slogan  in  mind 
and  heart:  "Lest  There  He  Debt." 

Recently  a  letter  has  come  from  a  woman 
who  is  deeply  interested  in  the  undeveloped 
women  In  her  community.  She  says  that  they 
need  a  worker  to  do  work  similar  to  that  done 
by  a  Chinese  Bible  woman.  This  calls  to  mind 
our  suggested  policy  as  council  members  to  go 
often  to  a  given  locality  and  to  entourage 
strong  societies  to  send  representatives  as  help¬ 
ers  to  weak,  nearby  ones. 

Your  attention  is  especially  called  to  certain 
calculations  which  will  appear  in  union  notes 
of  the  December  Royal  Service.  In  those  calcu¬ 
lations  1  have  tried  to  show  how  we  may  realize 
some  of  the  union’s  ideals  for  the  year,  as 
itemized  on  page  19  of  the  Union  Year  Book. 
These  calculations  may  be  made  very  practical 
if  each  of  our  council  members  will  make  known 
to  tier  constituency  what  is  hoped  for  from  her 
state. 

What  hymn  would  you  suggest  should  be 
adopted  by  the  union  next  May?  What  watch¬ 
word  would  you  prefer?

keep  their  hands  $n  the  boys  and  girls  and 
young  women  andah^vn  them  all  lined  up 
straight  for  the  raljstqn  task  and  in  every  form 
f  service.  It  hag-  alfwaya  been  a  marvel  how 
the  man  In  the  -  iriju  parade  ran  hold  the  lines 
over  a  dozen  horset.  Hot  he  has  been  surpassed 
by  the  W  M  U.i.  wjilrh  keep  the  lines  over 
about  half  a  d  i«n  varieties  of  organizations, 
tho  sands  of  societies  and  hundreds  of  thous¬ 
ands  of  members,  jgnployed  In  manifold  service. 


By  common  consent,  the  greatest  educational 
force  In  the  world  la  the  printing  press.  This 
is  true,  whether  you  have  In  mind  the  religious 
development  of  the  race,  the  Intellectual  train¬ 
ing  of  young  people  In  the  schools,  or  the  awak¬ 
ening  and  enlisting  of .  men  s  minds  and  con¬ 
sciences  for  any  social  endeavor  or  economic  or 
civic  program.  What  would  your  homes  and 
churches  be  without  the  printed  Word  of  Ood? 
or  your  schools  without  books’  your  captains  of 
Industry  without  trade  Journals?  or  your  farm¬ 
ers  and  mechanics  and  professional  men  with¬ 
out  their  special  periodicals?  or  your  wives 
without  the  fashion  magazines?  What  would 
the  denominational  enterprises  do  if  the  editors 
of  religious  papers  went  cn  a  strike. 

We  have  Just  passed  through  a  nation  wide 
political  <  ampalgn.  Take  out  the  part  the  print¬ 
ing  press  played  in  It  and  what  would  you  have 
left?  Not  even  a  ballot  with  which  to  cast  your 
vote;  no  Intelligent  information  of  men  or  prin¬ 
ciples.  If  men's  horizon  Is  to  be  larger  than 
the  present  or  extend  farther  than  they  can 
travel  In  a  day  the  printing  press  Is  a  necessity. 
To  remove  It  is  to  reduce  our  knowledge  to  the 
present  moment,  and  our  Immediate  neighbor¬ 
hood.  To  use  It  Is  to  make  all  the  past,  present 
and  all  the  world  our  home  and  our  field  of  en¬ 
deavor.  Without  It  there  are  no  treasures  of 
past  generations  to  inspire  and  guide  us,  and 
we  are  limited  in  our  acquirements  to  individual 
memory  and  local  or  racial  traditions.  For  ac¬ 
curacy.  for  permanency,  or  for  wide  fellowship 
and  co-operation  the  press  Is  an  absolute  neces¬ 
sity.  It  presents  truth  upon  Its  own  merits, 
without  the  constraint  of  personal  pressure  or 
material  force.  The  truth  thus  presented  to  the 
eye  finds  its  best  avenue  to  the  heart  and  un¬ 
hindered  and  unprejudiced  approach  to  the  cita 
del  of  reason. 

What  is  true  about  the  press  In  the  abstract 
and  publications  In  general  is  as  true  in  Its 
particular  application  to  religion  and  the  Bap¬ 
tists,  to  our  denominational  work  in  Mississippi. 
Baptists  of  Mississippi  are  and  ought  to  be  one 
body.  They  have  a  manifold  ministry  and  va¬ 
rious  institutions  or  organs  are  necessary  for 
this  body  to  properly  perform  its  functions.  The 
press  1b  that  organ  of  our  body  through  which 
Its  life  becomes  vocal.  Its  quality  and  being  are 
made  known:  through  which  every  other  part 
finds  its  voice.  The  truths  we  stand  for.  the 
work  we  are  doing,  the  needs  of  all  and  the  de¬ 
mands  upon  all.  hero  find  voice  and  articulate 
expression.  Again  our  publication  work  takes 
the  place  of  the  circulation  of  the  blcod  In  the 
body,  which  supplies  to  every  organ  and  In¬ 
dividual  part  and  fiber  of  our  being,  the  com¬ 
mon  life  principle,  nourishing  and  vitalizing  all 
alike  and  preserving  our  spiritual  unity.  Or  it 
is  the  whole  nervous  system  with  its  sensory  and 
motor'nervos  In  every  part  of  the  body,  feeling 
and  reporting  all  that  comes  Into  touch  wifh 
us  and  setting  in  motion  activities  to  meet 
and  supply  every  demand.  It  is  equally  a 
necessity  to  the  individual  Christian  in  his  per¬ 
sonal  development  and  to  the  organized  work  of 
the  demonlnation.  These  two  will  be  found  pro¬ 
gressing  together.  Their  Interest  and  life  are 
one  and  the  same. 

The  Problem  of  Publications  is  two  fold:  to 
get  the  message  written,  ami  to  get  It  rend. 
Who  shall  voice  the  truth  we  hold?  Who  shall 
supply  the  life  elixir,  the  white  and  red  cor¬ 
puscles  which  mean  health  and  strength,  to  the 
body.  Who  shall  transport  the  nourishing  truth 
In  proper  form  to  the  members  of  the  body? 
Who  shall  feel  the  needs,  tho  world's  pain,  and 
summon  the  energies  cf  the  body  to  meet  them? 
Who  shall  act  as  optical  and  auricular  nerve  to 
i  make  the  whole  body  to  see  and  hear?  Shall 
this  he  the  work  of  a  man  or  an  institution? 
Who  is  sufficient  for  these  things?  Shall  it  be 
the  voice  of  one  man  like  John  In  the  wilder¬ 
ness.  or  shall  it  be  like  the  voice  of  many  waters 
and  the  thunderous  music  of  the  clouds?  Whose 


business  is  this?  Wno  shall  speak  for  us?  Who 
shall  Interpret  the  denominational  life  and  mes¬ 
sage?  Wno  shall  dideet  the  trend  of  Its  pro¬ 
gress?  Let  the  denomination  answer? 

The  other  part  of  the  problem  is  how  to  get 
our  literature  read.  Somebody  must  awaken 
an  interest  on  the  part  of  Baptist  people  in  the 
right  sort  of  reading.  Some  body  must  create 
a  receptivity  and  a  demand  for  that  which  min¬ 
isters  to  men's  bouIb,  develops  the  likeness  of 
Christ  and  brines  in  the  kingdom  of  Ood.  There 
must  be  a  conscience  awakened  in  the  matter 
of  reading.  All  progress  waits  upon  the  crea 
tlon  of  a  conscience.  Brother  Pastor,  whose 
work  is  this?  At  the  other  end  of  the  line  Is 
the  problem  of  circulation.  Somebody  must  see 
that  the  Baptist  message  Is  carried  to  the  people 
Somebody  must  furnish  tho  vehicle,  and  some¬ 
body  must  drive  the  machine;  somebody  must 
f,  rnlsh  the  gasoline.  These  are  our  problems  to 
think  out  and  work  out. 

The  exact  method  of  doing  this  may  not  have 
been  determined.  But  that  it  Is  a  denomina¬ 
tional  and  not  an  Individual  matter  we  are 
gradually  coming  to  see.  There  was  a  time 
when  the  furnishing  of  Sunday  school  literature 
was  lert  to  Individual  Initiative,  but  the  work 
was  too  important  and  tho  denominational  wel¬ 
fare  too  much  Involved  to  put  It  Into  the  hands 
cf  others.  The  Sunday  School  Board  was  the 
response  to  the  denominational  consciousness 
and  responsibility.  No  argument  Is  here  mad, 
for  any  special  form  of  organic  connection  be¬ 
tween  the  denomination  and  the  literature  which 
represents  it;  but  in  some  way  material  'or 
spiritual,  financial  or  moral  the  denomination 
must  recognize  tho  magnitude  and  worth  of  the 
publishing  enterprises  and  put  Itself  behind  It 
and  its  life  and  energy  into  It  if  we  are  to  make 
known  the  truth  and  enlist  our  forces  for  service 
in  the  kingdom.  We  must  recognize  a  corporate 
obligation  and  denominational  conscience  In  this 
matter.  We  acknowledge  our  obllzation  to  ex¬ 
tend  the  kingdom  of  Ood.  This  Includes  the  use 
of  means  for  Its  extension.  Certainly  one  of  the 
most  effective  means  for  promoting  kingdom  in¬ 
terests  is  the  printed  page.  We  cannot  therefore 
acknowledge  tho  first  obligation  and  ignore  the 
second  without  incurring  guilt.  It  Is  therefore 
the  business  of  Mississippi  Baptists  to  push  the 
circulation  of  the  Bible  and  religious  books, 
missionary,  devotional  and  denominational.  The 
circulation  of  our  Home  and  Foreign  FieldB  Is 
the  duty  of  each.  The  Sunday  schools  and  B. 
Y.  P.  U.  find  their  best  helps  in  the  publications 
of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  oBard  at  Nash¬ 
ville,  Tenn.  It  Is  the  duty  of  the  Baptists  of 
the  state  to  make  the  Paptlst  Record  the  best 
paper  possible,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  see  to  it 
that  it  Is  properly  supported  and  circulated  In 
every  Baptist  family  in  Mississippi. 


C'  ntrlbutlnp  as  It  does  to  the  demonlnatlonal 
life  and  the  Individual  upllfht,  It  Is  as  much  a 
denominational  asset  as  tho  work  of  the  Sundae 
School  Board,  or  any  board.

A  conference  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  have  agreed  upon  the  necessity  of 
open  communion,  and  have  appointed  commit¬ 
tees  on  faith,  constitution,  evangelization,  etc., 
to  report  next  spring.  This  does  not  mean  that 
the  churches  have  adopted  the  proposed  pro¬ 
gram,  but  the  drift  of  many  is  that  way.  and 
there  Is  likely  to  be  union  of  those  who  have 
been  divided  and  devision  of  those  who  have 
been  united.  What  is  happening  over  on  the 
other  side  will  have  to  be  faced  sooner  or  later 
on  this  side,  with  the  probable  result  of  new 
alignments.

THE  CAt'SE  OF  THE  POVERTY  OF  GOTCS 
PEOPLE. 


E.  L.  Wesson. 


I  want  you  to  read  Is.  1:19;  42:24;  Pror. 
3:5-10;  Hag.  1:6-11:  Mai.  3:6-10;  Lk.  12:33. 
Let  us  take  these  texts  as  given  and  see  what 
God  teaches  us  concerning  the  temporal  condi 
tion  of  His  people.  You  will  notice  that  all  of 
the  texts  arc  for  those  who  profess  to  be  God's 
people.  There  is  nothing  In  this  study  for  the 
sinner.  The  sinner  first  needs  to  be  saved;  and 
salvation  Is  wholly  by  grace  through  faith,  and 
not  of  works.  When  salvation  has  been  re¬ 
ceived  then  service  should  begin. 

One  of  our  hardest  tasks  Is  to  distinguish  be¬ 
tween  the  scriptures  that  Concern  salvation  and 
these  that  refer  to  temporal  things  All  of  God  s 
commandments  to  His  people  are  for  their  good 
as  the  saved  of  His  grace.  Fome  are  for  their 
spiritual  benefit  and  some  for  their  temporal 
welfare.  The  texts  before  us  refer  wholly  to 
blessings  of  a  material  kind,  to  earthly  pros¬ 
perity  and  heavenly  treasures  which  come  to 
Gcd's  people  because  of  their  right  use  of  what 
He  gives  them. 

Notice  first  that  In  Isaiah  1:19  the  promles  of 
God  Is  positive  and  sure.  He  says  plainly,  "If 
ye  be  willing  and  obedient,  ye  shall  eat  the  good 
of  the  land."  There  is  no  proviso  In  it  It  Is 
a  plain  statement  of  a  fart.  Verse  20  teaches 
that  if  they  were  not  blessed  it  would  b<  bef  a  :sc 
they  were  not  "willing  and  obedient  b  t  re¬ 
belled  against  God.  Wtiat  was  true  concerning 
God's  people  then  Is  true  of  His  people  now 
God  never  changes.  From  this  we  learn  that 
the  cauBe  of  our  poverty,  our  poorness.  Is  our 
failure  to  be  obedient  to  what  God  has  com¬ 
manded  us  concerning  how  to  use  what  we  get. 
Our  poverty  Is  our  cwn,  brought  on  us  by  our 
own  disobedience  to  God*  in  the  use  of  our 
money.  Gdd  never  Intended  for  His  people  to 
be  poor.  He  told  them  again  and  again  what 
to  do  to  be  blessed  temporally.  He  wanted 
them  to  be  blessed.  A  poor  man  can  t  do  much 
for  bis  own  upbuilding  nor  for  the  help  of  oth¬ 
ers.  One  of  the  safest  things  that  comes  to 
the  poor  Christian,  real  Christian,  is  the  reallza 
tion  that  he  can  do  so  little  because  he  is  so 
pcor.  God  never  intended  it  to  be  so.  It  is 
humiliating  beyond  'measure  to  hear  ti  e  cry  for 
help  and  not  be  able  to  help.  But  millions  of 
God’s  people  are  in  that  condition  now. 

Proverbs  3:5-10  teaches  us  clearly  that  If  »e 
will  trust  in  the  Lord  with  all  the  heart  and 
lean  not  unto  our  own  understanding  God  shall 
direct  our  paths.  No  need  cf  making  mistakes 
in  what  to  do.  Our  fault  comes  from  taking 
our  affairs  out  of  God's  hands  and  trying  to 
manage  for  ourselves.  The  same  text  says  to  us. 
plainly.  "Honor  the  Lord  with  thy  substance, 
and  with  the  first  fruits  of  all  thine  Im  reasc 
so  shall  thy  barns  be  filled  with  plenty,  and  thy 
presses  shall  burst  out  with  new  wine.”  Those 
are  earthly  things.  He  is  not  talking  about  sal¬ 
vation  but  about  substance,  and  says  positively 
that  if  we  will  honor  God  with  our  substance 
our  barns  shall  be  filled  with  plenty.  We  shall 
not  be  poverty  stricken.  We  "shall  eat  the  good 
of  the  land." 

The  curse  of  God's  people  has  been  and  Is 
now,  that  we  preachers  have  taught  the  poor 
that  they  are  too  pcor  to  give.  God's  word 
teaches  that  plenty  comes  from  honoring  God 
with  what  we  have.  From  giving  to  HimWvf  the 
first  fruits  of  all  our  increase.  The  poorest 
needs  most  to  obey  this  text.  If  it  is  a  fact 
that  if  «e  honor  God  with  our  subsatnee  our 
barns  shall  be  filled  with  plenty  then  certainly 
It  is  a  fact  that  the  man  with  the  empty  barn 
is  the  one  who  needs  most  to  do  what  God  has 
said.  This  promise  is  as  true  for  the  poor  widow 
as  for  the  wealthiest  man.  God  does  not  want 
that  widow  to  be  poor  and  dependent,  and  if 
she  lives  rightly  before  Him  and  honors  God 
with  "the  first  fruits  of  all  her  Increase"  she 
will  not  remain  poor.  God  will  fill  her  barns. 


He  has  said  It  and  It  must  be  God  d<*ea  not 
ask  money  of  u.  for  His  need.  He  has  no  need 
but  for  our  good  In  helping  the  needy,  and  '  He 
will  repay  It  again."  1  am  writing  this  becauae 
I  know  that  It  is  not  God',  will  for  Hi.  people 
to  be  cursed  with  poverty,  and  be  auae  1  know 
that  He  has  taught  the  way  to  prosperity  I 
know  that  God  wants  His  people  to  prosper  be 
cause  He  had  John  to  write  to  Gains  '  Beloved 
1  wish  above  all  things  that  thou  mayest  proaper 
arid  be  In  health,  eveneas  thy  s  ul  prospered 
3.  John  2.  What  God  wants  for  one  of  Ills  ohil 
dren  He  wants  for  all  He  Is  not  a  partial 
Father,  starving  one  and  fattening  other.  What 
He  wished  for  Oaiu.  He  wl.be.  for  you  and  for 
me.  and  if  we  do  what  He  ha.  commanded  u.

In  nearly  all  the  states  the  fall  campaign  for 
State  Missions  and  other  intra-state  activities 
will  be  completed  before  these  lines  come  to 
the  reader's  eye.  There  are  not  lacking  indica¬ 
tions  that  the  results  will  reveal  substantial  pro¬ 
gress  and  afford  pccasion  for  Joy  and  thanks¬ 
giving. 

Our  Baptist  women  are  using  the  month  of 
November  In  the  study  of  Home  Missions.  March 
Is  their  great  month  both  for  study  and'  the 
gathering  in  of  gifts  for  this  cause.  Yet  great 
advantage  will  come  to  Home  Missions  from  the 
study  of  the  mission  soeieties  during  November, 
and  It  Is  the  hope  of  Dr.  Gray  and  our  Board 
that  there  may  be  s  me  generous  giving  to  this 
lause  In  connection  with  the  November  study 

It  is  also  earnestly  desired  by  the  Board  that. 
Just  so  soon  as  the  State  Interests  shall  have 
been  supplied  for  tho  season,  very  many  of  the 
churches  shall  come  to  the  aid  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions  with  liberal  offerings  The  considerable 
debt  which  our  Board  hag  brought  over  this 
year  (for  the  first  time  in  many  years)  has 
made  It  necessary  to  borrow  more  largely  at  the 
banks  to  take  care  of  the  regular  monthly  ex¬ 
penditures  of  the  Board  to  its  missionaries.  This 
means  that  we  shall  have  to  strain  the  Board's 
credit  at  the  banks  earlier  and  more  than  usual, 
except  as  the  churches  come  to  the  aid  of  the 
Home  Mission  cause  hy  regular  contributions 

In  a  number  of  our  churches  Thanksgiving 
services  will  be  observed  on  November  30th 
We  would  that  the  number  was  greatly  increa 
ed.  Thanksgiving  Day  was  of  rural  origin  in 
America  and  It  would  be  eminently  fit  if  thou- 
ands  of  our  country  churches  would  observe  it. 
It  is  abnormal  that  the  towns  and  cities  should 
be  almost  the  only  communities  to  observe  s 
Day  of  Thanksgiving  in  their  churches  for  hies 
ings  the  hub  of  which  is  the  fruitfulness  of  the 
fields  and  the  flocks  of  the  countrymen. 

For  agricultural  and  general  prosperity,  for 
national  peace,  for  religious  freedom  and 
growth,  for  countless  personal  blessings  every 
me  of  us  has  great  reason  for  thanksgiving 
What  could  be  more  appropriate  than  a  Thanks¬ 
giving  service  in  which  the  sermon  or  addresses 
should  be  pitched  to  the  calls  of  patriotism  and 
Home  Missions,  and  the  collection  given  to 
Home  Missions!

M  e 
would  see  Mexico  have  Consecration  Consecra¬ 
tion  to  t'.od  and  Ills  Son.  in  whom  they  do  not 
now  believe.  Then,  the  rich  people  would  not 
oppress  the  poor  us  Is  now  true.  They  would 
say:  "The  earth  Is  the  Lord's  and  the  fullness 
thereof."  Ileautlful  scenery,  lands  and  mines, 
with  wealth  of  time,  talents  and  lives  would  be 
used  for  Ills  clory. 

Poverty — Christianity:  _  As  a  rule  people  of 
Mexico  are  either  <iulte  rich  or  very  poor  and 
the  wealthy  people  often  try  to  make  It  im¬ 
possible  for  the  poor  people  to  increase  their 
very  small  amount  of  this  world  s  goods. 

The  rich  people  live  In  beatiful  homes,  man¬ 
sions  with  conveniences.  They  lead  idolent 
lives  with  servants  even  to  light  their  cigars  and 
remove  their  shoes.  The  children  of  these 
people  aru  educated  but  usually  in  a  convent  or 
with  private  teachers. 

The  houses  of  the  poor,  or  poor  class,  can 
hardly  be  called  by  the  name  of  house.  Many 


times  they  are  dark  and  damp  with  dirt  floors, 
one  door  and  one  window,  a  whole  family  to¬ 
gether  with  pigs,  chickens,  or  any  other  animal 
they  may  own  live  In  one  room. 

A  native  of  Mexico  says:  "Protest  intism  lor 
Christianity)  has  helped  to  develop  In  Mexlc  i 
a  middle  class,"  that  la.  a  class  of  people  who 
ore  prosperous,  clean,  well  educated  and  good. 
We  would  see  these  people  have  the  wealth  of 
practical  Christianity  for  with  it  would  come  the 
"fruit  of  the  Spirit."  which  would  •  ause  them 
to  live  wholesome  lives  full  of  good  works 

The  so-called  rich  people  need  this  Chris¬ 
tianity  also  for,  though  rich  In  money  they  are 
in  dire  need  of  the  things  that  are  really  worth 
while  In  life. 

Prii-ets — Missionaries:  Mexico  ha8  plenty  of 
priests  numbers  and  numbers  of  them  who  are 
themselves  so  sinful  and  selfish  they  do  ail  with¬ 
in  their  power  to  keep  the  people  In  ignorance 
and  poverty.  We  would  see  Mexico  have  plenty 
missionaries  of  the  Gospel.  Many  of  our  2k  or 
30  missionaries  to  Mexico  (preachers,  doctors, 
nurses,  and  teacher*  are  now  either  in  Mexico 
or  making  preparations  to  return  as  s  <«n  as  the 
war  will  permit.  Those  who  know  conditions  In 
this  In  this  war  country  say  that  at  the  close  of 
the  war  will  he  a  crisis  when  there  will  he  wide 
open  doors  and  numerous  responsibilities  for 
Christians.

Five  years  ago  last  June,  the  Baptist  World 
Alliance,  In  session  In  Philadelphia,  voted  to 
undertake  the  establishment  of  a  training 
school  for  Russian  Baptist  preachers.  This 
school  was  to  be  planted  In  Petrograd.  if  possi¬ 
ble;  falling  that,  the  European  and  American 
members  cf  the  executive  committee  of  the  World 
Alliance  were  authorized  to  deride  upon  the  lo¬ 
cation.  The  Baptists  of  Great  Britain  secured 
and  paid  for  a  plot  of  ground  In  Petrograd  and 
the  Baptists  of  the  United.  States  and  Canada 
were  asked  to  contribute  $125,000  for  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  buildings.  Pledges  amounting  to  some¬ 
thing  like  $70,000  were  secured  at  that  time, 
which  amount  was  subsequently  increased  to 
nearly  the  sum  desired.  The  endeavor  to  secure 
permission  from  the  Russian  government  for 
the  establishment  of  the  school  In  Petrograd 
bad  not  been  successful  up  to  the  time  when 
the  war  broke  out.  Since  that  time  nothing  has 
been  done,  for  reasons  that  will  be  apparent. 
At  the  present  time  our  treasurer.  Hon  E.  W. 
Stephens,  Columbia.  Mo.,  has  in  his  hands,  from 
pledges  paid  and  accrued  Interest,  approximate¬ 
ly  $40,000.  Many  have  delayed  payment  of 
their  pledges  until  such  a  time  as  the  location 
of  the  school  shall  be  definitely  fixed  and  some 
have  assumed  that  the  whole  project  has  been,  or 
should  be.  abandoned.  • 

The  members  of  the  American  Executive  de¬ 
sire  to  give  an  account  of  their  stewardship  and 
to  urge  that  the  Baptists  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada  neither  lose  Interest  In  this  Impor¬ 
tant  undertaking  nor  withhold  their  generous 
support.  Inasmuch  as  some  have  expressed  the 
conviction  that  the  money  In  our  hands — or  at 
least  some  portion  of  It — should  be  used  for 
other  worthy  objects,  attention  Is  called  to  the 
following  facts: 

1.  This  money  was  given  for  a  specific  pur¬ 
pose.  vis.,  to  found  a  Baptist  college  In  Petro¬ 
grad  or  elsewhere  upon  the  continent  of  Europe. 
The  members  of  this  committee,  as  custodians  of 
trust  funds,  cannot  feel  themselves  Justified  In 
alienating  any  portion  of  these  funds  from  the 
object  fer  which  they  were  given,  without  definite 
instructions  from  the  Baptist  World  Alliance. 

2.  Sooner  or  later  this  war  must  come  to  an 
end.  When  that  time  comes  conditions  In  Rus¬ 
sia  are  likely  to  be  more  favorable  for  Baptist 
work  than  ever  before.  Dr.  Wilbur  F.  Crafts, 
In  the  Continent,  urges  that  when  the  war  Is 
over,  evangelical  work  in  Russia  should  be  turn¬ 
ed  over  to  the  Baptists,  other  denominations 
withdrawing  from  the  field.  Whether  or  not 
this  Is  dope,  after  the  war  Is  over,  Russia  will 
present  a  great  Baptist  opportunity.  We  ought 
to  be  ready  to  begin  work  In  that  country  at  the 
first  possible  moment  after  peace  Is  declared.  If 
this  is  to  be  done,  not  ouly  must  the  money  now¬ 
in  the  hands  of  our  treasurer  be  kept  Intact, 
but  the  full  amount  of  $125,000  should  be  avail¬ 
able.  If  all  who  made  pledges  toward  the  Rus¬ 
sian  school,  will  meet  those  pledges  promptly, 
the  Baptist  World  Alliance  will  be  able  to  enter 
upon  this  Important  enterprise  as  soon  as  world 
conditions  make  It  possible.  When  the  dcor  in 
Russia  is  opened  shall  we  be  ready  to  enter  at 
cnce?  Or  must  we  stand  on  the  threshold  of  a 
great  opportunity  waiting  until  sufficient  money 


has  been  raised  to  warrant  us  In  going  forward? 

We  make  our  appeal  to  three  classes  among 
American  Baptists:  First,  to  those  who  have 
given  to  the  fund  for  the  Russian  training  school, 
that  they  will  not  seek  to  divert  their  gifts  to 
other  objects.  Second,  to  those  who  have  made 
pledges,  that  they  pay  the  same  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible.  Third,  to  those  who  have  not  yet  helped 
in  this  enterprise,  that  they  take  Christ's  cause 
■n  Russia  upon  their  hearts  and  send  generous 
contributions  to  our  treasurer. 

The  money  now  on  hand  is  deposited  in  the 
National  Reserre  Bank  of  Kansas  City,  Mo., 
drawing  interest,  the  Interest  being  added  to  the 
principal  monthly.  The  bank  Is  under  a  $40,000 
bond  to  our  treasurer  and  the  treasurer  Is  under 
bond  of  the  same  amount  to  the  American  Ex¬ 
ecutive. 

We  earnestly  ask  your  prayers  for  Russia  and 
your  generous  co-operation  in  making  it  possi¬ 
ble  for  God  signally  to  manifest  His  power  In 

that  great  country.

In  a  real  sense  the  preacher  embodies  the 
religious  life  and  ideal  of  the  people.  “Like 
priest,  like  people"  is  the  saying  which  Is  true 
In'great  measure,  no  matter  which  order  Is  se¬ 
lected  In  the  arrangement  of  the  two  clauses. 
I.ut  as  a  rule  It  will  prove  that  the  preacher 
determines  the  religious  level  of  the  age  In 
which  he  lives.  Men  can  not  easily  rise  above 
the  point  to  which  the  religious  guide  aud  lead¬ 
er  has  'alned.  Of  course,  there  are  Individual 
exceptions,  but  the  general  rule  holds  If  the 
pulpit  Is  weak  in  its  spiritual  note  the  pew  will 
also  be  weak.  If  the  pulpit  is  lacking  In  ethical 
conviction  and  passion  the  congregation  is  like¬ 
ly  to  be.  If  the  pulpit  Is  without  a  burden  for 
lost  men  the  pew  will  also  be  indifferent.  If 
the  pulpit  Is  contracted  In  vision,  nearsighted 
spiritually,  tithing  the  mint,  anise  and  cummin 
of  ceremonialism  and  eccleslastldsm.  the  pew 
will  be  correspondingly  narrow.  If  the  pulpit 
Is  strong  intellectually  and  capable  of  defending 
the  faith  against  attack  there  will  be  stalwart 
faith  in  the  pew.  God  has  so  ordained  the  mat¬ 
ter  It  la  a  law  of  his  Kingdom.  We  cannot 
escape  from  Its  operation. 

It  is  as  clear  as  day  that  the  preacher  needs 
the  best  education  it  Is  possible  for  him  to  se¬ 
cure.  He  needs  a  college  course  after  leaving 
the  secondary  schools.  He  needs  a  seminary 
training.  He  needs  thorough  drill  in  all  the 
great  branches  of  theological  and  pastoral  dis¬ 
cipline.  He  Is  enabled  thus  to  go  forth  with  a 
sense  of  power.  He  will  have  much  to  learn  In 
the  school  of  experience.  But  he  will  never  be 
able  to  learn  in  the  school  of  experience  as  he 
ought  to  learn  unless  the  foundations  are  laid 
on  the  lines  of  study  which  he  finds  In  the  theo¬ 
logical  seminary. — Baptist  World.

Of  the  eight  hundred  girls  In  the 
college,  two  hundred  and  fifty  were 
Baptist.  We  only  had  one  Sunday 
of  each  month  for  mission  study  and 
to  teach  our  denominational  work 
the  others  were  given  to  Sunday 
school  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  work. 

We  determined  to  do  the  best  we 
could  with  the  time  we  had  We  or¬ 
ganized  our  girls  Into  mission  study 
classes,  seventeen  in  all,  using  as  our 
text  book  "The  King's  Highway."  Dr 
I-awronee  gave  a  state  mission 
manual  for  each  girl.  We  also  had 
the  "State  Mission  Catechism”,  and 
the  "Ideals"  by  Miss  M.  M.  I-ackey, 
the  Foreign  Mission  Catechism  and 
the  Home  Mission  Catechism,  from 
the  respective  boards.  The  first  half 
hour  we  studied  "State  Missions' 
second  "The  King's  Highway"  and 
with  this  we  used  our  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  aCtechlsm  so  that  the  girls 
would  learn  their  own  denomination 
al  work.  One  Sunday  we  had 
"Ideals"  and  one  "Home  Missions," 
we  did  the  best  we  could  with  the 
time  we  had. 

For  this  year  the  program  Is  so 
arranged  that  we  will  have  more 
time  It  was  thought  best  by  the 
Y.  W.  C.  A.  to  have  all  girls  divided 
Into  groups  according  to  churches 
They  study  the  Voluntary  Study 
Courses  ( Bible  Study  first  semester, 
half  hour,  mission  study  second  half 
hour.)  During  the  first  semester 
they  study  the  organization  and  doc 
trlneg  of  their  own  denominations 
half  hour,  during  the  second  the 
missionary  work  and  the  needs  of 
|  their  own  denominations  half  hour 
Once  a  month  these  groups  will  unite 
to  discuss  and  study  world  problems 
Professor  Whitfield  not  only  gra>  - 
clously  permits  this  work  to  be  Car¬ 
rie  don  In  the  college,  but  has  so  ar¬ 
ranged  that  it  is  required.
